Police arrested two men last 
week for a string of burglaries at 
self-storage businesses through- 
out north Orange County. 

Arrested were Jason Shade, 21, 
and Michael Torbett, 23. Police be- 
lieve the pair is responsible for a 
string of burglaries at self-storage 
businesses in Placentia, Brea, 
Fullerton and Orange. 

Police made the arrests on 
March 14 after the manager of a 
storage business in Placentia 
called police. 

“There were a lot of people af- 
fected by this, all over the coun- 
ty,’’ detective Brian Yamaguchi 


said. ‘“‘They stole everything and 
anything.”’ 

The owner of Placentia Self- 
Storage reported a ‘suspicious 
looking’ mobile home parked out- 
side the business at 596 Porter 
Way. 

Police investigated and ques- 
tioned both men at the motor 
home. Then they discovered more 
than $5,000 worth of stolen mer- 
chandise stowed inside, Yamagu- 
chi said. 


Nunchuks, an Asian weapon 
banned in California, also were 
found when police searched the 
mobile home. The mobile home 
belonged to Shade, who last lived 
in Oregon, Yamaguchi said. 

An inventory by police of recov- 
ered items filled 19 pages, Yama- 
guchi said. All of the items will be 
on display at the police depart- 
ment Saturday. To reclaim prop- 
erty, victims must bring a police 
report, he said.

Ortega continued the demon- 
stration, showing the trustees of 
the Placentia Yorba Linda Uni 
fied School District what stu 
dents would go through if metal 
detectors were used to search 
them for weapons 

‘*T would like to devise a plan to 
put metal detectors on campus 
es,”’ Ortega said 

Ortega, who formerly worked 
in the city of Bell, said that Bell 
High School had more than 4,000 
students and was guarded by 
armed security guards and it had 
metal detectors 

He said that those security 
measures did not stop student 
from bringing guns on campu 
but it was a step in prevention 

“TI wouldn't want to be sitting 
in the situation of telling a parent 
that their child could have been 
saved had there been metal de 
tectors,”’ he said

CLAS tests: Wait 
before 2nd round 


ay what you will 

about standardized 

tests. They’re here 
to stay. 

But that doesn’t mean 
the results of these tests, 
which are supposed to 
measure not only what 
students are learning but 
how they are being 
taught, should be open to 
interpretation or other- 
wise qualified. 

They should be accurate 
measures of academic 
performance and the ef- 
fectiveness of the public 
education curriculum as it 
is designed. 

That cannot be said 
about the first batch of 
California Learning As- 
sessment System tests 
given last year. 

The results, which final- 
ly were released earlier 
this month, have been 
tainted by lost test sheets, 
poor administration and a 
lack of coordination be- 
tween what is being 
taught in the schools and 
what is being sought after 
on the tests. 

True, the test does have 
its supporters. 

There are those who say 
the reading and math por- 
tions of the tests given to 
fourth-, eighth- and 10th- 
graders more reflect what 
students are going to need 
to know when they leave 
school for the real world. 

Supporters also say that 
the test requires students 
to think — not just fill in a 
blank for a multiple 
choice answer that they 
may or may not remem- 
ber once they no longer 
face such tests. 

That may be the case. 
And, if accurate, can pro- 
vide a good basis on 
which to test students’ 
knowledge. 


But, that wasn’t always 
reflected in what was be- 
ing taught in the schools 
prior to the exam. 

And, given the lateness 
of the results from the 
first test, schools won’t be 
able to adequately adjust 
their curriculum before 
the next round of testing 
begins. 

That’s unfair to both the 
students and the teachers. 

Perhaps the biggest 
problem, however, was in 
the sloppy admininistra- 
tion of the test. 

Two south Orange Coun- 
ty schools were graded 
down on the math sections 
of the test because answer 
sheets were missing and 
scored as zero on a scale 
of zero to six. 

Fifteen other schools 
statewide also are chal- 
lenging their scores — 
casting doubt on the pro- 
cess as a whole. 

Given the discrepancies 
and errors that have come 
to light since the results 
were released, there’s 
reason to question the va- 
lidity of all the results, 
which hardly gives this 
test any credibility what- 
soever. 

Though it sounds like a 
case of throwing the baby 
out with the bath water, 
we believe the next round 
of tests should be post- 
poned until all the bugs 
are worked out and to 
give schools throughout 
the state an opportunity to 
match their curriculum to 
what is being measured. 

That would help restore 
some credibility to the 
CLAS test as a system 
and provide a more accu- 
rate measure of how well 
our students and teachers 
are doing in the class- 
room.

Building a sense of community 


Placentia Pride 
Council aims to 
make city a better 
place for residents

A panel of residents wanted 
to know what kept Placentia to- 
gether as a community and 
where it is headed. 

It was all part of a state grant 
the Placentia Library District re- 
ceived last year from the Califor- 
nia Council for the Humanities. 

Though most of the study has 
been completed, residents still 
continue to meet as a way to 
make the city a little better. The 
group, called the Placentia Pride 
Council, has big plans ahead. 

“Our job is to look ahead and 
find ways to make Placentia a 
better place to live,” Chairman 
Marv Reid said. ‘‘This is a great 
community ... but there are ways 
we can make it even better.” 

The group, which has been 
meeting informally, now will hold 
monthly meetings at 7 p.m. on 
the third Thursday of each 
month. All meetings are open to 
the public. 

The library applied for and re- 
ceived the grant last year to 
launch the study. Librarian Suad 
S. Ammar and California State 
University, Fullerton professor 
Susan Parman led the study. 

The group conducted inter- 
views, research and published a 
booklet called ‘‘A Sense of Com- 
munity” last year at the comple- 
tion of the first phase. Now the 
group wants to follow through on 
what they learned. 

The formation of the Pride 
Council was one of the goals of 
the original study, member Cecil 
Rospaw said. The group hopes it 
can provide structure to discus- 
sions and goal setting. 


; t started off as a study on the 


Parman said the grant original- 
ly started off as an academic 
study of the city. From there it 
grew into finding ways to make 
the community they love even 
better. 

“This was supposed to be an 
examination of what Placentia is 
and where it is going,”” said Par- 
man. “‘But, this is a great com- 
munity and we want to take this 
further. We want to act on what 





we discovered during the first 
phase of the study.”

2 bunches basil 

1 bunch oregano 

1 bunch parsley 

Y% cup pine nuts, slightly toasted 
1 cup parmesan cheese, grated 
1 clove garlic 

1 bulb of shallot 

3 tablespoons lemon juice 

6 tablespoons olive oil 

% cup chablis 

Y cup chicken stock 

1 cup cream 

Salt and pepper to taste 


Clean the leaves from the 
stems of the basil, oregano and 
parsley. Roughly chop the garlic 
and shallots. 

In a blender, place the cleaned 
herbs, pine nuts, parmesan 
cheese, garlic, shallot, lemon 
juice and olive oil and puree into 
a fine paste. 

In a thick bottomed sauce pot 
and over high heat, bring the cha- 


blis to a simmer. Add chicken 
stock to the simmering chablis. 
Add cream to the simmering 
wine and stock and continue to re- 
duce. When the beginning sauce 
is reduced by 1, blend the pesto 
into the cream reduction and sea- 
son to taste.

Over half the food available in 
the United States today is pro- 
cessed. We are the most affluent 
country in the world and the fat- 
test. I have discovered that 45 
percent of the population — that’s 
roughly 90 million of us — are 20 
or more pounds overweight. 

Adopting a lifetime plan is the 
answer, one in which you eat nu- 
tritiously and have a varied diet 
that is low in fat and high in fi- 
ber. Your diet has to become a 
daily ritual if you want to suc- 
ceed. 


So much of our lives is habit 
and establishing a firm pattern is 
a good start. If you control your 
eating behavior you can control 
your weight, too. By eating fresh 
fish, chicken, vegetables, fruit 
and, the big secret, to eat slowly, 
will help you reach your goal. 

This will satisfy your hunger 
and cravings and it will help you 
to maintain your weight. 

One of the most important 
things that I had to do was to 
change my eating habits — no 
more snacks, no chocoholic fits, 
no more second helpings, and my 
big weakness, no more extra 
bread. 


Cutting foods into small pieces 
will also help a great deal. Re- 
member, it takes 20 minutes for 
the satiation center in the brain to 
register satisfaction and a feeling 
of fullness. After 20 minutes of 


eating slowly, you will start to 
feel the effects of the food. 

Most of the fats and sugars in 
our diets are hidden like the oil in 
nuts and avocados and the sugar 
in processed foods. One of the 
cookbooks that I use a lot when 
that weight starts creeping up is 
“Cooking Without Fat,” available 
in most bookstores. One of my fa- 
vorites from that book: 


SPINACH MUSHROOM LASAGNA 

% cup chopped onion 

4 cloves garlic, chopped 

2-3 tablespoons fat-free chicken 
broth 

2 cups sliced mushrooms 

2 cans (15 ounces each) no-salt 
tomato sauce 

3 tablespoons honey 

2 teaspoons crushed dried 
oregano 

1 teaspoon crushed dried basil 

Pinch of white pepper (optional) 

1 10-ounce package frozen 
chopped spinach, thawed and 
well drained 

2 cups non-fat cottage cheese 

4 egg whites, lightly beaten 

1% teaspoon italian seasoning 
blend 


4 ounces whole wheat lasagna 
noodles, uncooked 


In a medium saucepan, cook 
onion and garlic in broth for 3 
minutes over medium heat until 
softened and beginning to color. 


Add to mixture the honey, oreg- 
ano, basil and white pepper. 
Bring to a boil and simmer gently 
5-10 minutes to blend the flavors. 
Preheat oven to 350 degrees F. 

Press as much moisture as pos- 
sible from thawed frozen spinach. 
Combine with cottage cheese, egg 
whites and Italian seasoning 


blend. Spread a half cup of sauce 
over bottom of an 8-inch baking 
pan. Cover with one-third of the 
noodles (break noodles to fit 8- 
inch pan), 1% cups sauce and 
half the cottage cheese mixture. 


Repeat this layering with noo- 
dies, 1% cups of sauce and the re- 
maining cottage cheese. Top with 
remaining noodles. Spread re- 
maining sauce (about 1 cup) over 
the top of the lasagna. 


Cover and bake at 350 degrees 
F. for 1 hour. Remove cover and 
bake 15-30 minutes longer, until 
pasta is tender. 


Note: The lasagna noodles are 
uncooked in the pan along with 
the other ingredients. The un- 
cooked pasta is tenderized during 
baking by absorbing the liquid 
from the sauce that is trapped in- 
side the covered pan.

Trying to make sense of Social Security

One of Ben Franklin’s most fam- 
ous sayings went something like 
this: ‘‘Nothing in life is certain but 
death and taxes.” 

I’ve got a hunch if Ben were 
around today he’d add, “... but 
nobody is certain about paying tax- 
on their Social Security bene- 

its!”’ 

I'll try to make some sense of 
this very confusing issue. 

First, if you're a Social Security 
beneficiary, the odds are you do 
not owe any taxes on your benefits. 
In fact, about 80 percent of all So- 
cial Security recipients don’t pay 
taxes on the benefits they receive. 
Those who do are generally in the 
upper-income brackets.

‘Watch Over Me’ gets 
boost from the actors

South Coast Repertory’s latest 
production has little going for it 
except for the superior acting 
skills of a trio of extremely talent- 
ed performers. ‘‘Someone Who'll 
Watch Over Me”’ is being staged in 
the smaller of the two auditoriums 
and stars Gregory Wallace, Rich- 
ard Doyle and Jim Norton.

They are not bound in 
any manner. 

Our three actors are equal in 
skill and all deserve several pats 
on the back.

Mr. Doyle, a playhouse stal- 
wart, has a laugh that is pure gal- 
lows laughter.

When I got out 
there, he asked us if anyone had 
ever played goal, and I raised my 
hand and said I had in a couple of 
games.”’ 

“T had her stepbrother, Matt 
Young, in a spring program, and 
someone had told me that his step- 
sister played goal,’’ Younger said.

And I knew that 
was a position we needed someone 
solid in. And now, four years later, 
I’ve found out that she only played 
goal in two games.”

shutouts — and a goals-against av- 
erage of .60. Her play this year also 
earned her honors as Century 
League MVP and CIF Southern 
Section Division II Defensive Play- 
er of the Year. In her career at El 
Modena, she has 52 wins, 46 shut- 
outs and a .576 goals against aver- 
age, all school records. 

But the move to goal was some- 
thing that Moreno had a hard time 
getting used to. 

“T hated it,”’ she said. “I used to 
get stomachaches before games. 
My mom figured out that I was 
getting them because I wanted to 
be on the field. Finally, my sopho- 
more year, I thought, ‘He has a 
goalie coach, so he believes in 


me. 

‘She didn’t like it, not one bit,"’ 
Younger said. “I tried to get her 
out on the field, but we didn’t score 
a lot of goals, so I couldn’t take her 
out.” 

Looking back, Younger said he 
believes the right choice was made 


after seeing her at a training ses- 
sion. 

“One day we took her to a goal- 
keeper’s clinic, and her technique 
wasn’t that good, but her hands 
were great,”’ he said. ‘‘I knew then, 
we'd be fine with her there.” 

Moreno gives a lot of the credit 
for her success to El Modena goalie 
coach David King, who came in her 
sophomore year. 

“If I didn’t have him to teach me, 
I don’t know what I would have 
done,” she said. ‘‘I could dive, but 
it was mostly just a fall. He helped 
me with everything. He taught me 
the mechanics. He took me from 
not knowing anything, to the right 
mechanics, which, in the long run, 
I think was better for me.”’ 

The help from King showed in 
her play, according to Younger. It 
was the mental aspect of playing 


goal that gave her the most prob- 
lems. 

“In the four years of having her, 
I can only remember her making 
one mistake on one ball that she 
should have had,” he said. ‘‘Out- 
side of that, she’s been fundamen- 
tally and technically sound. 

“She thinks she has to save ev- 
erything. I tell her that she has to 
save the one’s she’s supposed to, 
and then make one or two saves 
per game or per half that are just 
outstanding to keep her team in the 
game.”’ 

“(Playing goal) is a lot more 
emotional than physical,’’ Moreno 
said. ‘It’s tough mentally, you 
have to learn that every goal 
wasn’t your fault.”’ 

Earning the honors, coupled with 
winning the Century League, 
capped off the season for Moreno.

“T don’t know how, but I knew we 
were going to win the Century 
League this year,’’ she said. 


Moreno, now playing softball for 
El Modena, has yet to decide which 
school she will attend in the fall. 
She has narrowed her choices to 
UCLA, USC and Cal State Fuller- 
ton, and has been accepted by 
UCLA and USC. She plans to con- 
tinue playing at whichever school 
she decides to attend, something 
Younger agrees with.

Dominant at every 
CIF level, each was 
crowned state champ

There's only a five-pound difference be- 
tween Darryl! Christian and Juan Alvarez, 
but the two CIF State Championship wres- 
tlers never met this year. 

“I want to wrestle Juan,” said Christian, 
who, at 140 pounds, won five regular season 
tournaments and later added Century 
League, CIF Southern Section Division I and 
Masters crowns. 

A Canyon High senior, Christian won't get 
his wish when he and Alvarez conclude their 
seasons April 8-10 at the national high school 
championships in Pittsburgh. 

“I’m wrestling at 135 there,”’ said Alvarez, 
an El Modena High senior. 

Alvarez’s 57-4 season included Century 
League, CIF-SS Division I and Masters 
championships at 135. He was named MVP of 
the Division I meet, edging Christian. 

“Juan got MVP with three pins, a technical 
fall (a decision of 15 points or more) and a 
major decision,’’ Christian said. ‘I had four 
pins going into the finals and won, 4-1, there. 
It killed me that that last guy got defensive 
and didn’t want to wrestle me.” 

Christian’s 53-2 season was indeed domi- 
nant. 

A two-time Oregon state champion who 
transfered to Canyon before his senior sea- 
son, Christian’s been told he most likely led 
California high schoolers with 40 pins. He 
won his final 33 matches — remaining un- 
beaten for nearly a three-month stretch after 
a pair of losses in a Reno, Nev., tournament. 

It's likely he would have been named 
Champion of Champions at the state meet, 
but his finals opponent, Alfred Frausto of 
Edison, wrestled defensively and earned two 
stalling calls after Christian nearly pinned 
him in the first 15 seconds. Christian had

“He wasn’t going to let anything get in his 
way,’’ E] Modena coach Alan Clinton said. 

That became most evident when Alvarez 
overcame a 5-0 deficit in a state semifinal 
match against top-seeded Chong Hakyi of 
Santa Clara. Alvarez was tied with Hakyi, 8- 
8, after regulation. In sudden death, he re- 
corded a takedown to triumph. 


“When it was 5-0 right away, I thought I 
had to pin him,” Alvarez said. 

Alvarez’s final victory was an 11-9 decision 
over Adam Mercado, who had moved down a

ranked 140 pounders. 

“After that win, I was like, ‘Whoa, I’m a 
state champion!’ ’’ he said.

Alvarez chose to stay 
in Orange with his sister. He wanted the 
challenge of seeking a California state cham- 
pionship after making it to the state tourney 
as a junior. He was the first El Modena wres- 
tler since 1976 to win a state crown. 

He also wanted to remain with a talented 
team. E] Modena won its second straight 
league title and added its first-ever CIF-SS 
Division I Dual Meet and Individual team 
championships. 


“Juan did everything he needed to do to 
become a state champion,”’ Clinton said. ‘‘He 
won the close matches, he beat the guys 
ranked higher than he was. The aura of a 
state champion was there without a doubt.” 

The same can be said for Christian, who 
caught Marshall’s attention one day by walk- 
ing in the Comanches wrestling room and 
asking, ‘‘Do you have a wrestling team?”’ 

“T was trying to prove myself to California 
and to Orange County,” Christian said. 

The best 140-pounder in these parts was El 
Modena’s David Wells, a state qualifier as a 
junior. Christian beat Wells three times, 15-1, 
8-1 and 6-1. 

“The second time kids would wrestle Dar- 
ryl, they’d get defensive,’ Marshall said. 
“They don’t want to get embarrassed.” 

“‘T just want to have fun. I would open up in 
matches,’’ Christian said. “I know if I give 
my 110 percent, I'll win. I improved more 
this year by hitting my (moves) more clean- 
ly. The matches would flow better and | 
scored more points. My attitude was that I 
knew the things I was going to do. I just 
wanted to brush up on them. 

“When I won (at state), I wasn’t jumping 
up and down like the other guys. I want to 
finish top three or better at the nationals. 
Hopefully, I'll be a national champ in college 
someday.”’ $ 

Perhaps then, Christian and Alvarez will 
decide who's better.

SCARBOROUGH: 
She guided Aztecs 
through injury maze

The 1993-94 season was one in which Esperanza High girls 
soccer coach Phyllis Scarborough had to explore the depths 
of her coaching abilities. 

Injuries to her midfield line came in bunches. 

Center midfielder Carrie Murray, Esperanza’s top play- 
maker, and outside left midfielder Dawn Chastain both went 
down with anterior cruciate ligament injuries before the 
Aztecs’ first game. 

Still, Esperanza started league play with a 6-0-1 mark. 

Then Jamie Bumstead, who had been moved to midfield 
from her fullback position, ruptured ankle ligaments, and 
another midfielder, Tina Brescini, was also sidelined by 
injury for a few weeks.

‘Traditionally, I’m a very optimistic person,”’ Scarbor- 
ough said.

But 
secretly, I was totally surprised. A lot of the games, especial- 
ly in the playoffs, came out far above what I expected.” 

The Aztecs just kept on rolling through the playoffs and

“Esperanza was not supposed to be there,’’ Scarborough 
said. ‘‘We didn’t win league and everyone knew we were so 
injured.

system is in place,

Any successful wrestling coach knows that the year 
doesn’t begin in November and end in March.

One 
that takes years.

rocrastination, fear, lack of 

knowledge — these are some of 

the reasons why people don’t 
venture outside their comfort zones, 
and purchasing their first home is no 
exception. 

According to the California Associa- 
tion of Realtors, 51 percent of the 
homes sold in 1993 were to first-time 
buyers, the first year since 1981 that the 
majority of home sales in California 
were to ‘‘first-time buyers.” 

Today, we are in an environment 
where there is upward pressure on in- 
terest rates, property values are either 
declining 3 percent to 5 percent, or ac- 
cording to some analysts are increasing 
by 1.5 percent in 1994.

The first step is to realistically identi- 


fy your needs in a home, the proximity 
to work, family size, relatives, schools, 


church, etc. Once you come to an agree- 


ment on these issues the next step will 

be the financial ability to afford it. 
The next step is to sit down with a 

mortgage professional to apply for a 


pre-approval (credit application), make 


sure that the lender has a working 
knowledge of the various first time buy- 
er programs to determine what pro- 
grams would best meet your needs. In 
order to have a successful and produc- 
tive meeting the following items must 
be obtained: 

1. The last three years’ Federal Tax 
Returns (1040s) with all schedules and 
W2s, 1099s, etc. Aiso, you should know 
the base income, salary or hourly wage 
for each corresponding year. This is 
important for factoring out overtime 
dollars. 

2. Provide current income — at least 
the most recent month’s worth of pay

The EAFC is not an insurer or a fund 
from which to pay attorney fees or judg- 
ment amounts in the event an escrow 
officer, the member escrow company or 
a client of the escrow company is sued. If 
someone embezzles money from the 
member escrow company, then the 
EAFC coverage pays the escrow compa- 
ny the amount that was embezzled less 
the statutory deductible after a claim is 
made. 

However, the EAFC will not act to rep- 
resent the escrow company or the escrow 
officer if sued for errors or mistakes 
made in processing an escrow transac- 
tion. 

Sometimes it comes as a surprise to 
individuals that they can be personally 
named in a lawsuit along with the compa- 
ny by which they are employed. If indi- 
viduals are sued for negligence or other 
tort or contract action arising out of their 
actions during the course and scope of 
their employment, they are entitled to be

indemnified for their expenses and losses 
by their employers under California La- 
bor Code No. 2802. 

Labor Code No. 2802 states: ‘‘An em- 
ployer shall indemnify his employee for 
all that the employee necessarily ex- 
pends or loses in direct consequence of 
the discharge of his duties as such, or of 
his obedience to the directions of the em- 
ployer, even though unlawful, unless the 
employee, at the time of obeying such 
directions, believed them to be unlaw- 
ful.’’ 

Under Labor Code No. 2802, employers 
are required to defend or indemnify their 
employees who are sued by third persons 
where the employees’ conduct is in the 
course and scope of their employment. 
However, if the employees engage in im- 
proper, fraudulent or other wrongful con- 
duct, or if they know at the time of obey- 
ing or following their employers’ direc- 
tions that their conduct is unlawful, they 
are then not entitled to indemnity for 
their expenses and losses and must hire 
counsel to defend themselves at their own 
expense. 

Errors and ommissions insurance cov- 
erage is that which covers the insured in 
the event of the insured’s errors or mis- 
takes arising, usually, out of a business 
transaction. While we are not presently 
aware of any errors and omissions cover- 
age for individuals, it may be available. 

We encourage you to look into the avail- 
ability and cost to determine if you might 
purchase an individual policy if you are 
concerned about your employer’s ability 
to indemnify you should you be sued for 
an error or mistake in the real estate 
transaction you described.

OMISSIONS Coverage IS that the insurer not 
only pays for any judgment amounts up 
to the policy limits, but also covers attor- 
ney fees after you pay the deductible. 
Understand, however, that neither your 
employer nor an insurer is obligated to 
cover intentional acts. 

You may wish to inquire of your em- 
ployer as to what the employer’s policy is 
when an employee is sued along with the 
employer or, in some rare cases, the em- 
ployee alone is sued. Is it the policy of the 
employer to pay for your attorney fees 
and any judgment or settlement amount ? 

Today, there are many litigious people 
who thrive on suing other people. Some- 
times it seems they do so just for the joy 
of it and seemingly for the pleasure in 
watching the ruin of those who become 
subject to their peculiar form of recrea- 
tion. 

Carefully reading and being sure to un- 
derstand all the provisions of the real 
estate contracts and escrow instructions 
and the conditions to each before you sign 
is the first defense to a lawsuit. Having 
an arsenal of assistance and support 
within your company is another good de- 
fense because if you are unsure about 
situations that often arise, the experience 
is existent within the company to help 
you. 

Finally, consult with your attorney as 
unusual problems arise if you are going 
to continue in your present position with 
your employer. Yes, it will cost you some 
money, but consultation fees are much 
less expensive than litigation fees. Usual- 
ly, when the client and the client’s attor- 
ney, the real estate professionals and the 
escrow officer all work together, the re- 
sult is a succcessful closing without law- 
suits.
